League of Nations Clnh 
Hears Discussion on Central 
European Policy 

A vivid and tcrrlfylne picture o£ the 
ntrocltl<>a wronked by tho Poles on 
Ukrainian minorities vltliln tliclr 
mld»t wan porlrnypd by KcIIfo Val- 
JiPIihin-q. ArlH ',13, In a Rpcccli rlrllvor- 
od bpforo tho J^cagiie or Nations Clnli 
laet niKlit. 

Standing before a buge map of Cen- 
tral Kurope. and armed with a atout 
cudsel, ValkcnburB proceeded lo 
rikctch tbo history of Poland and the 
changes wrouglit in tli:il country ^inc(• 
ISH. He pnlntod out that tho I'oIcf 
aro of H very mixed origin of Slav, 
Oemianlc, and .Scandinavian. No one 
Icnows exactly what they arc. From 
a «parfcly populated coimtry, Poland 
has Brown to a country of clxtcen 
mllllonK. 

During tho World W.-,r tho Po1<mi 
held out against the Germans until 
<hoy were conquered In 1915, when 
they formed friendly relations with 
the Central Powers. Up until tho end 
of tho war Ihcro was a plan to unite 
Poland in a triple monarchy witli 
.\nstria and lIutigarT.', find a regent 
had been appointed.

In Second Viàft — Meeting 
Sponsored by Students' 
Council 

This afternoon at 5 o'clock. Dr. 
Walter M. Kotschnig, general secre- 
tary of tho International Student 
Service, will delher an address on 
"Student Conditions in Kuropo" in lh» 
Reading Hoom of tho L'nion. ThU 
meeting, which Is under tho auspices 
of the Students' Kxocutlvo Council, a 
open to all men and women altidents. 

Thl>i is Dr. Kotschnlg's second 
visit to McGIII. lAst fall ho was In 
.Montreal for ono day and addressed a 
gathering of students. Shortly after- 
wards tho Dally launched a campaign 
for a relief fund lo help starving stu- 
dents In Bulgaria, and over }300 was 
realised. 

Waa Student In Auatria 

Dr. Kotschnig was a student In 
.-Vustria after tho war, and aa such 
waa ono of the first lo bo helped by 
tho European Student Kolief, which 
later took the -.mo of tho Interna- 
tional Student Service. II» collabor- 
ated for some time with tho adnilnls- 
tratlon of tho relief work in Austria 
and help at tho same timo to organise 
tho Student Chrlctlan Movemviit of 
that country. 

Ho later moved to Amsterdam and 
Kiel University, where, after finlahlng 
his studies in economics, he became 
a lecturer. In 1326 ha succeeded Con- 
rad Hoffman, Jr., as Kcneral secretary 
OÏ the I.S.S. 

When distressing conrtillons amoni; 
students in Europe became less seri- 
ous, tho Europe Student Ucllcf chang- 
ed Its name to International Student 
Service, and now emphasises cultural 
co-operatton between students of dif- 
ferent countries. I* Is attempting to 
combait three fundamental evils In tno 
universities: social Isolation, narrow 
nationalism and specialist and voca- 
ilonalist tendencies. 

Intereatec* in Jewish Prebltm 

The flr.st Is being combtitlod by 
means of self-nelp enterprises. Indivi- 
dual and collective, and logular con- 
ferences ot students and workers uu 
national and l.iternationat hasci. 

With relief work, such .as thn Bul- 
garian Fund, conduotcd throughout 
North America last year, and confer- 
enjcs, such as Kranco-Gertnan, Paci- 
fic and Indo-'Suropean, an attempt îs 
being mndo to break down narrow na- 
tionalism. The I.S.S. has been study-

Club of Y.M.H.A. 

The (îre.at War has not l)een a 
benefit lo mankind. This was the 
conclusion reached in a dob.ato last 
night between tho "Jlartlcts," a T. 
M.H.A. organisation, on tho resolu- 
tion, "Itesolved thai the War v.-n.i a 
benefit to mankind." Messr;!. Small 
and Angel supported the affirmative, 
while Rudoff and Aronovltch took the 
negative. 

In opening tho debate, .Mr. Angel 
stressed tho ilevclo|)mcnt of aviation 
and various allied lines, the rise of in 
ternallonalism and the realisation of 
the horror of war. There waa, too 
the effect of the rise of maE.<i produc- 
tion and along w.ltli It a raised stan- 
dard of living for tho workman. The 
International Hank now cares for the 
gold situation. 

Itiidoff, the first speaker for the ne- 
g;ttlv6 showed th<i ij.'-olo.'s.'^net.a of at- 
tempting lo prove that any benefits 
lo science were tho result of the War 
Then the social and moral effects. In- 
sofar as there was such a m.issacrlni: 
of th'j best men of thu r*'intrles, con- 
evrncd, and a survival of tha unfit 
'.veic distinctly detrimental. 

The second speaker for Ihe affirma- 
live, Mr, Small, showed that the at- 
'Itude ot ahhorrenre and pacifism 
\>-hich he clnlniec) existed In tlio world 
ioday. was a diront result of the Wn.r 
Moreover, the r.cdgiic oi Nations was

'Our cities must do all in their 
power to ensure tho prosperity of iho 
country districts," declared Col. Itovey 
In his address to tho Kiwunis Club 
ul their luncheon yesterday afternoon.

Canada now finds herself, ho pro- 
posed that tho Canadian hotelsi, dln- 
lng-car.<!, and retailers omphaelso the 
proiluoo or their own country ny 
r.laco-naniing tlic goods; and that both 
tho farmers and tho ulty-dwcllcrii 
should further tho growth ot handi- 
crafts In rural districts, lo prepa.-c 
tho former for the unemploymt-nt 
which la bound lo rt.tult from tho 
mcchanl.'-atlon of agrlculluro that is. 
on tho increase all over tho country. 

Introduced by Dr. W. D. Tall, the 
Colonel, who was tho guest speaker, 
began by declaring that thcro was 
almost too much stress on cptimlsm 
at present, and that tho men who ar-. 
termed "men ot vision'' are, in real- 
ity, anything but that, as they go 
their way blind to anything but 
pleasant sights, while what the world 
needs today arc men who citn see both 
sides ot every sltu.itlon, and not shiit 
their eyes lo what dhspicasct iliem. 
Wide View Necessary 
"In examining the situation,'' con- 
tinued tho speaker, "wo mu.st nol 
look at Canada alone, since that will 
only result in the worst 1 txccuractes 
but should examine tho situation the 
world over." He went on to show tliat 
Canada was either facing already, or 
would face In the very near future, 
competition from all over the world. 
Russia, after the disastrous period 
of iho revolution. Is now exporting 
many things, almost all ot which are 
conipeling with Canadian products, :.t 
largo q anlitlea, wlillo the Ar.-jentliu- 
Is Increasing 'loth yield and area or

Tho great part of their ca.ses are 
constitutional, few private ones reach 
England as the cost is prohibitive to 
any but wenlihy indtvldunis and large 
corporations.

It Is a binding link 
ot tho Empire. Its judges aro de- 
tached and Impartial. It tend.-" lo make 
law uniform. Tlic best and ablest 
men are tho Judges. 

"But" 8.iys .Mr. Claxton, "arc lhe.se 
all true';'' Every mnn cannot appeal 
to the throne. Costs alono aro ?I2,- 
500, whllo the caso talics aiivthliiK 
from four years up. This cut.s out 
all but tho people rich cnougii to de- 
fray tho cost of such a case. The dice 
aro too loaded. Ireland openly repu- 
diates their decisions. South Afrk-u 
also does not patronise them. In 1930 
Canada sent fifteen and .\u.slnill.i sent 
three cases. \'y ac'. oi J'arliaiiieiit in

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Politics 

A win? from the west coast reports 
that the editor of the student paper at the 
Univcr.-Hr of Britisli Columbia has been 
suspended for commenting on Provincia 
politics, and while it is perhaps the func- 
tion of a college paper to confine itself 
to college politics if it must discuss poli- 
tics yet it is always easy to sympathise 
heartily witli any editor who has managed 
to get himself fired for a statement of 
belief. 

From the distance of two lhousan( 
miles it looks as if the "Ubyssey" had 
ventured to say something not very nice 
about the government which endows the 
university; and where governments endow 
universities it is generally supposed that 
academic Personages will never presume 
to bite the hand which feeds them. To- 
ronto, for instance, is muzzled; and out 
on the coast the university officials have 
been forced to .step in and suspend the 
editor of a scurrilous rag whose editorials 
refuse to pander to officialdom. 

It is not the function of a college 
paper to take the provincial government 
io ta.sk as a general rule; but in this case 
Editor Grantham merely announced op 
position to a legislative measure for lim- 
iting attendance at the university. He was. 
therefore, justified in bringing the mat- 
ter before the student body and in expres- 
sing any opinions which he may have held; 
but these things never work out according 
to theory and editors have to be suspend 
l^ocd onco every so often. 

It is an interesting reflection that 
editors of college newspapers go regularly 
on editorial sprees. The most conserva- 
tive organs will kick over the traces on 
an average of once a session. There is 
no forecasting the outbursts and when they 
come they are usually violent. Univer- 
sity officials have probably come to regard 
these little matters as dispensations for 
Providence which surpass understanding. 



Dr. Kotschnig 



For the first time in a good many 
years a visiting lecturer will speak to Mc- 
Gill students under the auspices of the 
student-s' governing body. This afternoon 
at five in the reading room of the Union, 
Dr. Walter Kotschnig will give an address 
ou "Student Conditions in Europe." 

The Doctor comes to McGill as Secre- 
tary of the International Student Service 
and has just completed a tour of the col- 
leges of tho north-eastern United States, 
.speakiiix last week at Amherst College 
and at Mount Ilolyoke. Dr. Kotschnig is 
intensely interested in all the difficulties 
and problems of student life, social, reli- 
gious and moral. Besides having devoted 
a great part of his life since graduation 
to the service of .students he has found 
time to take an active part in the work 
of the League of Nations. 

He is a comparatively recent gradu- 
ate of one of the best-known European 
universities from which he obtained the 
Ph.D. degree. French, German and Eng- 
lish he speaks like a native of each of the 
three countries and enjoys a reputation 
for .scholarship among his colleagues. 

This afternoon the Doctor will deal 
with a subject near to his heart, for every 
phase of European student life is to him 
a matter of personal experience. Last 
year he came to this continent to enlist 
active .sympathy for certain gi'oups; this 
times he aims more particularly at general 
ijntellectual liason.

A Note On Havelock Ellis

He is tall and has white hair and a white bcird, 
and Is often mistaken, on the strcots oC London, for 
Bernard .Shaw, People who make this mistake are 
disappointed because they have probably never 
heard ot Havelock ISllis. I'ct there may. In the fu- 
ture, be many (and there are a few now) who 
would rather havo mot Kills than IScrnard Shaw. 
And It may bo that the woi Us oC lillls will live lonKci 
than the works ot Shaw, may live when Show Is 
remembered, like Dr. Johnuon, clilefly a.i a per 
sonallty. Eut tho two men are basically Incompar 
able. 

ilavclock Ellis la a man who has pcrsued one 
purpose, followed one Ideal, with un almost divine 
fervour,, for forty years. As n boy ot twenty h 
plotted out hla life work, educated himself thorough- 
ly for the task, completed It aftc* thirty years ot 
tireless labor, against every type ot opponitiun that 
prejudice and stupidity could raise. Like Darwin 
he plodded on, patiently, ceaseless, evolved an epo- 
chal work, remained calmly Indifferent to tho storm 
he had ratsod, Locke, Nowton, Darwin, UlUs; It Is 
tho function of men like this to start revolutions 
in the world of thought and Icavo tho fighting ot 
them tu others, the lluxleys and Spencers. But sure- 
ly there never existed a quieter revolutionary than 
Havelock Ellis. 

Ellis was born In London sevehty-lwo years 
ago. As a boy ho was a, voracious reader, read 
ever}'thlng, science, literature, ho could lay his 
hands on. and made summaries and comments on 
everything he read. By tho time he was twenty-six 
Ills commonplace books filled six bulky volumes 
and treated of no less than 1052 different topics^ 
At seventy-two he \s certainly one of the most 
erudite men alive, and though his chief interest has 
always been In sexual psychology the wldo range 
of his reading outside of his chosen field can be 
seen from his numerous essays. He Is a literary 
critic of tho first rank and a keen student of social 
affairs, while his scientific interests are unbounded. 

At tho ago of sixteen Ellis emigrated to Austra- 
lia and there, in the backwoods, resolved that he 
should devote his whole life to the scientific study 
of sexual problems. Forty years later he laid down 
his pen after completing the .sixth, and, as ho then 
thought, the last rotumo of his monumental work 
'Studlca In the Psychology of Sex". His own state- 
ment on the conclusion ot his Ute's work Is simple 
and ETToat; 

"It was perhaps fortunate for my peace that 1 
failed ot the outset to forsce oU tho perils that be- 
set my path. I know indeed that those who inves- 
tigate severely and Intimately any subject which 
men are accustomed to pass by on the other side 
lay themselves open ts misunderstanding and even 
obloquy. But 1 supposed th.at a, secluded student 
who approached vital social problems with pre- 
caution, making no direct appeal to the general 
public, but only to the public's teacher* and who 
wrapped up the results of his Inquiries In technical- 
ly written volumes open to few, I supposed that 
Fuch a student was at all events secure from any 
gross form of attack on the part ot the government 
under whoso protection he lived." 

The first volume ho completed was that on 
sexual Inversion which was Immediately seized 
upon by the police, Instigated by the forces of 
Christian morality and the publisher put on trial. 
The Indictment, like alt such Indictments, is a 
masterpiece ct unconscious humor. 

"The Jurors for our Sovereign Lady tho Queen 
pon their oath present that Qeorgo Bcdborough 
(tho publisher), being a person ot a wicked and de- 
praved mind and disposition, and unlawfully and 
wickedly devising, contrived, and intending, to 
vitiate and corrupt the morals of tho Iclgo subJaclB 
of our said Lady tho Queen, to debauch and poison 
tho minds of divers ot tho liege subjects of our said 
Lady tho Queen, and to nilso and create in them 
ustful desires, and to bring tho said liege subjects 
nto a state of wickedness lewdness and debauch- 
ery, on the 27th day of May, 180S and within the 

Jurisdiction of the said court, unlawfully, mal 
aciously. scandalously, and wickedly did publish, 

ell and utter. a book entitled "Studies in the 

Psychology ot Sex: Vol. J. Sexual Inversion, by 
Havelock Ellis." 

Ellis however was not the man to be deterred 
by prudery no matter how malicious, "Xor has the 
effort to crush my work resulted in any change !n 
that work by so much as a single word. With help 
^vithout it I have followed my own path to the 
end". 

Let me give one mors quotation from his fam- 
ous final statement. It shows the' character of the 
man more clearly than fifty pages of psycholoslcal 
exposition. 

"I am well aware that many will not feel able 
to accept the estimate of the sexual situation ss 
here set forth, more especially in the final volume. 
Some will consider that estimate too conservative, 
others loo revolutionary. For there are always some 
who passionately seek to hold fast to the past;, 
there are always others who passionately seek to 
snatch at what they imagine to be the future. But 
jtha^wlse man, standing midway between both 
parties and sympathizing with each, knows that 
wa are ever in the stage ot transition. The present 
is In every ago merely the shifting point at which 
the past and fiiture meet, and we can have no quar- 
rel with cither. There can be no world without 
traditions; neither can there be any life without 



movement. As liciuuliua knew at the outset ot mojern 
plillosophy, wo cannot bathe twice In the same' stream 
though, as wo know today, the stream still flows In 
an unondinc circle. There Is never a niomeiit when 
the new dawn" Is not breaking over Ihe earlji, and 
never a moment when tho sunset ceases lo die, 11 
Is well to greet serenely even Ihe riiijt ? • r.icr ot 
the dawn when we see It, not hastemr,;! towards It 
with unduo speed, nor leaving the sunact iviihout 
gratitude for the dying llghl that once was down. 

"In the moral world we arc ourselves tho llsht- 
bcarcrH, and the cosmic process is In us made fn-Bh. 
For a brief spoce It is granted to us. If we Will, lo 
enlighten the darkness that surroundr our piiih. As 
In the ancient torch race, which îoemed to 
Lucretius lo be the symbol of all life, we press for- 
ward torch In hand along the course. Soon from 
behind comes Ihe runner who will outpica us. 
our skill lies In giving into his hand the llvfng 
torch, brighi'and untllckerlng, as wo ourselves dis- 
appear in tho darkness." 

The chief charm of Ellis has always been, tor me. 
his logic and sanity. Ifrcud Is nioro brilliant, quick- 
er wilted and more original, but Freud Is biased. 
Freud has tlicorles and fits, often perverts, facts to 
his theories. Ellis presents his facts, skilfully, clear- 
ly, and draws hIs' conclusions. One who looks for the 
.ipcctacular, tha bliarre In him will be disappointed. 
He gives rather an Impression of quiet forco. Freud 
da»r.lcs, pours extravagant theory upon theory with 
irreslstablo truculence. It will be many years be- 
fore the grain is sifted from the chaff. But Ellis is 
sane, onalyllc, distressingly tronk. Mis work re- 
prescnls the steady effort of a Utctimo of scientific 
application to shed light on u subject which Is all 
darkness and mystery. Ills work like Darwln s Is a 
pioneer effort, but unlike Darwin ho has received 
no tribute but only abuse from his generation.

Decidedly. "University spirit" is the attltudb of 
the student to his university, and as an attitude is 
largely determined by tho genius ot the student 
body. But It is more, It Is loyalty to a definite and 
coherent body animated by a, dpeciflc spirit, which 
evokes a sense ot gratitude, of obligation and ser- 
vice. The student is given opportunity and moans 
whereby he may develop hla personality along 
chosen lines undqr the aegis of the university with 
which he has identified himself, 

"University spirit" Js simply tho sentiment of 
patriotism or loyalty as manifested by the student 
body. It is the natural sense of obligation to a 
group affording social and cultural bonefll.s. It un- 
derlies student activities; It (fives gtiuicnt life zest, 
II nd, moreover, purpose In tlie oiiportuiilty ot ser- 
vice. .Sportsmanship, good foUow.'jhlp, friondlinesB, 
scliolarship, these aro not "university spirit." It is 
their fusion and development in the Ufa of the stu- 
dent body, in freer and more joyous living than 
that of the Individual life, that constltules "uni- 
versity aplrit,"

Laurent and CartlorvIIl') -wKI take on 
a new importajice. So many people 
win find It quicker and cheaper to 
taxi to Mount Itoyal to catch a train, 
than to come down to the central sla- 
llon, that the neighborhood of those at 
present small and comparatively un- 
important depots will bcconio busy 
hubs of commercial activity. For 
where many people go, commerce Is 
bound to spring up. 

When tho Canadian Pacific Hallway 
finishes the new Xorth End station 
which has Just been started, the pco- 
Plo w!io now SCI off at Atlantic 
Avenue, Mile End, coming Into town, 
will no doubt embark as well ns get- 
ting off. at the new st.itlon: and .nil 
those who at present use Mile End 
Station will no doulit use liio new 
station ai Jean Talon. And with a 
street car running from Frontenac 
street lo tho Jean Talon. depot, many 
cast end residents will find It more 
convenient to coino there than to go 
lo I'lafo Vigcr. or Windsor. 

Apart from the benoflolal effect this 
will linvc In decentralizing traffic 
congestion. It looks like entailing the 
development of another Imsy shopping 
and commercial cenlro in the nelgh- 
boriiood of tlie new station. Ulllniale- 
ly a street car service Is bound to be 
estajjilshed between the new station 
and Bordeaux, and It will not iie sur- 
prising If a replica of tho nortiiern 
section of St. Hubert street springs up 
somewhere in thai neighborhood, with 
Inupierabio busy stores, high store 
rents and rising land values. 

When the proposed subways from 
north lo south and from cast lo ■west 
go through, several outlying districts 
at present rather unattractive owing 
to the long time It takes to get lo 
the city, are likely to move up into 
the front r.mk of residential quarters. 
Not only those places directly served 
by the subway, but other districts 
froin which a subway station can be 
reached in, say, fifteen minutes by 
bus or streetcar, will become Interest- 
ing to people who want' to live out 
of the city and yet not spend too 
much time comingr to work and re- 
turning home. And in such places 
land worth a dime a foot today will 
bo worth real money. 

Sfr, Pitt states there are bul a few 
suggestions amongst many; but they 
contain sufficient Indications, to make 
It worth while' for anyone Interested, 
even academically, In real estate de- 
velopments and values, to reflect on 
the wide scope of tho secondary ef- 
fects which the many comlnj; Im- 
provements and devclopmonta In the 
city will have.
